It Took Only a Few Hours to Decide the 
Fate of Ben. Parroi, 

Hamilton, April 20.—Probably . the 
shortest murder trial on record in 
this country was that of Benjamin 
Parrott, Jr., which tock place in this 
city yesterday. The case was evalled 
at the assize court before Chief Jus- 
tice Armour at 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning, and at 2 o'clock the jury 
had returned a verdict of guilty, and 
the prisoner had been sentenced to 
death. A. large number of people were 
present, but the court room was not 
unduly crowded. J. J. MacLaren, Q. 
C., of Toronts, was crown prosecutor, 
and Geo. L. Staunton defended tbe 
prisoner. ' 

The crime with which Parrott was 
chargel was that of murdering his 
aged mother, Bridget Parrott, on Feb- 
ruary Sth, last. It was a very re- 
volting deed, the youig man taking 
nn axe to his mother, whose head he 
chopped open in several places with 
the weapon. The murder was com- 
mitte! about 5.15 o’elock in tbe 
afternoon and was witnessed by two 
or three persons, the woinan being 
done to death on the sidewalk in front 
of her residence, from which she had 
been chased by her infuriated son. 
There was no doubt as to the deed 
having been done by the prisoner and 
the defence was insanity. A good 
@eal of evidence was given to show 
that Parrott is of unsound mind and 
subject to fits of ungovernable rage. 
He and his mother were frequently 
drunk. He received his sentence very 
callously. 


Sentenced to Hang. 

Hamilton, April 19.—Benjamin Par- 
rott, Jr., was put on trial here this 
morning, charged with the murder of 
his aged mother in February last. 
Parrott kilied his mother by batter- 
ing her about the head with an axe. 
The defence attempted to prove by a 
witness that the accused was insane, 
but produced no medical evidence to 
substantiate the claim. The taking 
of evidence lasted only ztout an lug, 
and the judge in his address to tie 
jury, appeared to charge against the 
accused. 

The prisoner was found guilty 
sentenced to hang on Friday,

MIRACULOUS ESCAPES. 


Dr. Chapman, of Courtland, Miss., Tell a 
Tale of His Adventures. 

New Orleans, La., April 19.— Dr. 

Chapman, of Courtland, Miss., twice 


reported dead, arrived here on the 
steamer Tranklin, from  Bluefields 
Nicaragua. 


Dr. Chapman, who is a surgeon in 
the insurgent army, telis a thrilling 
story of his escape from President 
Zelaya’s forces. He was captured on 


February 24. near Rama, in com- 
pany of Stephen Powers, a _ British 


subject, also a member of the revolu- 
tionary army. A court martial fol- 
lowed their capture, the men were 
tried as sSvies, condemned, and sent- 
enced to be shot. A strange feature 
of the affair was that thelr sentence 
Was actually carried out. Stephen 
Powers feli dead at the first fire, while 
Chapman, merely wounded in the left 
arm, fel! to the ground. However, be-

off. Dr. Chapman made his way to 
Bluefields.

GERMANY’S PROTEST 


‘;;ainst Captain Coghlan’s After-Dinner 
Joke, a Formal Affair. 

Washington, April 24.—The German 
sovernment has entered a formal pro- 
test against the Janguazge used by 
“aptein Coghlan, of the Raleigh, at 
a Unon Lecgue club banquet in New 
York jast Friday night, when he told 
how Admiral Dewey had warned the 
German wamiral Von Deidrichs at Man- 
ila that he would put up with no more 
honsense and that if Cermauny want- 
mio owar with the United States she 
could have it in five minutes. Cegh- 
lin concluded by saying that after 
that the Germans didn’t care to 
breathe more than four times in sue- 
cession without asking Admiral! 
Dewey's permission. 

The protest was locged with See- 
retury Hay through the German am- 
lassecdor, Herr vou Holleben. 

Secretary Hay rep.ied that the 
language appeured to have been used 
ae a dinner in a club so it would not 
be regarded as an official utterance 
in the sense that it would warrant 
the state cepartment in acting. How- 
ever, the navy department is fu'ly 
cosupevent to take such action as the 
case seemed to require. 

With this statement the ambassacor 
is GOontent for the time at least, and 
coubtiess he will wait a reasonable 
length of time upon the navy depart. 
partment. There are semi-official in- 
timations that the ambassador wi'l 
not so much concern himself with the 
course Of Capt. Coghlan as with the 
course or the United States in dealing 
with Coghian.

Distance of Stars. 

From measurements of the mean par- 
allaxes of the stars Beta, Gamma, Ep- 
silon and Zeta, in the Great Bear—five 
of the seven stars which form the Great 
Dipper—astronomers now obtain values 
so sinall as to indicate that the system 
formed by these stars is separated from 
the earth by sucha distance that it is 
no random assertion to say that 200 
“2ars must be required for the light to 
reach us. 

The distance of Beta and Zeta is 
found to be at least 4,000,000 times 
greater than that which separates the 
earth trom the sun, and from calcula- 
tions made by M. Hoftler the star Ep- 
silon of this group is calculated to be 
40 times brighter than Sirius. 

A few years ago Professor Pickering 
of the Harvard college observatory de- 
duced from spectroscopic observations 
of the star Eta Ursw Majoris—Mizar, 
the middle star in the handle of the 
dipper—that its distance is about 150 
light years, an estimate with which 
these later determinations of the dis- 
tances of the other dipper stars accord 
fairly well

The Pomaks of Rhodope. 

Who on earth, or what on earth, are 
the Pomaks? is the question which will 
suggest itsclf to most of those who 
glance at the heading of this article. 
The Pomaks are Bulgarvphone Moham- 
medan Bulgarians—that istosay, they 
are Bulgarians who have adepted the 
creed of Islan, but retained their own 
lansuage. With their native speech 
they have preserved certain usages and 
customs of their own race, thus afford- 
ing to the ethnologist an admirable field 
for speculation as to the extent to which 
a change of religion, unaccompanied 
by other influences, can modify the in- 
grained characteristics of a nation. 

There are Pomaks in many parts of 
Bulgaria, but the Pomak territory par 
excellence lies in the wildest. remotest 
region of the Balkan peninsula, in the 
heart of Rhodope, a terra incognita to 
the European traveler. and known enly 
by report to the neighboring races; in 
ancient days the haunt of the frenzted 
Bacchartes, 

Of that wild rout that tore the Thracian bard 
In Rhodope, when woods and rocks had ears 
To rapture, till the savage elamor drow ned 
Both harp and voice— 

and in later times the inaccessible re- 
treat of fierce, fanatical monntaineets, 
who scorned for centuries the rule of 
Turk and Christian alike, and bravely 
resisted every effort to bring them imto 
subjection. It was only quite recently 
that a Bulgarian force succeeded in oc- 
cupying the remoter portion of the 
Pomak territory assigned seven years 
ago by the convention of Top Khane to 
Exstern Roumelia.—Fortmghtly Re- 
view.

SOME INNS IN ASIA. 
A Description of the Queer Inastitu- 
tions Found In China. 


The innsarethe inns of the east—the 
inns that prevail everywhere in Asia, 
though the average tourist docs not see 
them. Let me describe one of these Chi- 
nese inns. Turning sharp off the main 
street of the town and passing through a 
gateway in a mud wall you find yourself 
in a courtyard. One side is occupied by 
several rooms for guests. At one end of 
each room, filling about a third of tho 
&pace, is a matted dais raised about two 
feet high. But under the dais ts a fire- 
place of brick. On the dais is a small ta- 
ble standing about six inches high 

The travelers spread their bedding on 
the ‘dais and sleep there, or they squat 
crossleggzed on the dais and eat their food 
from the six inch high table that rests 
The larger portion of the room, 
the space not occupied by the dais, has a 
floor of beaten earth, and it may contain 


| atable ora couple of chairs, or it may 


contain nothing Its purpose is to store 
the travelers’ baggage or merchandise. On 
the other three sides of the courtyard are 
tables for the pack animals and a kitchen 
used by every one. 

As the inn is enlarged to meet increased 
traffic there may be added to it additional 
courtyards, or corner picces, or long al- 
leys, as the proprietor is able to buy or 
lease ground.
